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The  194 3 '44  Standard  Catalogue  of 
United  States  Coins  is  gradually  taking 
form.  The  editor  wishes  to  express 
appreciation  for  all  the  helpful  sugges' 
tions  sent  in  by  various  collectors  and 
dealers.  Many  drastic  changes  will  be 
made  in  composition.  Coins  from  the 
branch  mints  will  no  longer  be  arranged 
under  each  mint  but  in  the  regular  order 
of  the  catalogue.  The  present  active 
market  for  coins  will  make  necessary  the 
greatest  number  of  valuation  changes 
ever  attempted.  Many  collectors  may 
not  realize  that  the  market  for  U.  S. 
coins  in  general  has  advanced  from  25% 
to  50%  during  the  last  few  months  and 
that  most  dealers  are  making  more  of  an 
effort  to  buy  than  to  sell.  Several  cob 
lectors  have  asked  for  values  on  the  U.  S. 
pattern  coins  but  until  the  series  is  com' 
pleted  the  publisher  would  rather  not 
attempt  such  a difficult  job.  The  his' 
tory  of  pattern  collecting  has  been  one 
of  very  wide  fluctuation.  The  last  few 
years  have  seen  the  distribution  of  two 
or  three  large  collections  and  we  should 
gradually  come  to  a point  where  a stand' 
ard  valuation  can  be  expressed.  This 
year  the  Silver  Dollar  patterns  will  be 
added  to  the  catalogue  and  perhaps  the 
Trade  Dollars  if  they  can  be  worked 
into  the  budget. 

Due  to  governmental  regulations  on 
the  size  of  books  the  Hard  Times  Tokens 
and  Store  Cards  will  not  be  published 
in  the  coming  catalogue.  The  Encased 


Postage  Stamps  will  be  continued  and 
a specialized  listing  of  the  Philippine 
Coinage  added.

Commemorative  coins  are  coming 
back  strong.  The  slump  caused  in  1937' 
38  by  the  large  number  of  speculative 
issues  placed  on  the  market  has  more  or 
less  righted  itself.  Now  that  the  smoke 
has  cleared  away  we  find  most  of  the 
early  scarce  issues  have  held  their  own 
and  the  values  of  the  later  pieces  have 
been  adjusted  to  a point  where  they  ac' 
tually  represent  a market  value  com 
trolled  by  supply  and  demand.  We 
think  most  of  the  speculative  stocks  have 
been  liquidated  and  that  prices  on  small 
issues  are  definitely  on  the  upgrade.

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INTERESTING  OVER-DATES 


By  A.  KOSOFF 


One  of  the  fascinations  of  our 
hobby  is  the  possibility  of  dis- 
covering something  about  it 
which  has  escaped  detection 
until  YOU  noticed  it.  Natur- 
ally,  such  opportunities  are  m- 
frequent,  especially  in  the  U.  S. 
series.  We  have,  however,  dis- 
covered an  over  date  in  the 
U.  S.  $20.00  series  which  has 
been  kicking  around  for  thirty' 
four  years. 

Several  years  ago,  the  writer 
acquired  a double  eagle  of  1909 
which  seemed  to  be  struck  over 
a 1908.  It  was  sold  to  a Cali- 
fornia collector  at  a nominal 
price  as  something  which 
“might  be  scarce."  About  two 
years  ago,  we  offered  another 
at  auction  listed  as  probably 
scarce.  This  sold  at  a nominal 
price  to  a New  York  collector. 


Some  five  months  ago,  the 
writer  had  the  good  fortune 
to  obtain  a third  specimen 
which  found  its  way  into  one 
of  New  York’s  largest  col- 
lections. 

The  Clapp  collection  in- 
cluded the  1909  over  8 but 
apparently  this  fact  was  un- 
known to  this  great  collector 
for  when  some  of  the  dupli- 
cates were  sold  at  a recent 
New  York  Auction,  this 
coin  was  listed  as  of  1909 
having  escaped  detection  by 
the  new  owner  and  also  the 
cataloguer.  The  purchaser, 
however,  is  aware  of  the 
fact.  This  accounts  for 
four  coins  and,  more  re- 
cently, a fifth  one  has  turned 
up.  The  probability  is  that 
many  a collector  has  a 1909 
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over  8 double  eagle  in  his  collection  listed  as  of  1909.  It  is  quite  likely  that  this  over' 
date  would  be  scarce  in  uncirculated  condition. 

Editor’s  Note- -Overdates  in  our  20th  Century  U.  S.  coinage  are  few  and  far  be- 
tween.  We  have  photographed  this  1909  over  8 double  eagle  and  also  the  25^  piece 
dated  1918  over  17.  This  latter  coin  was  struck  in  San  Francisco.  There  is  also  a 
nickel  1918  over  17  D mint  first  discovered  by  Barney  Bluestone.  We  do  not  have  a 
picture  of  this  coin  at  present  but  hope  to  illustrate  it  later. 


HARD  TIMES  TOKENS 

By  CARL  WURTZBACH 


My  continued  interest  in  one  of  our 
most  important  historical  issues  has  led 
me  to  try  to  discover  new  varieties,  data, 
etc.  Mr.  Low  covered  this  so  well  in 
his  book  that  but  little  has  been  found 
to  add.  There  continues  the  moot  ques- 
tion regarding  the  so  called  Bushnell 
Tokens  and  the  inclusion  of  certain 
Store  Cards  and  undoubtedly,  some  of 
these  rightfully  belong  in  this  series.  In 
the  March,  1910  issue  of  “The  Numis' 
matist”,  I have  an  article  on  “New 
Varieties  Hard  Time  Tokens’’.  Two  of 
these  it  is  rather  strange  Mr.  Low  did 
not  note.  No.  5 'large  and  small  eagle 
and  shield  with  other  reverse  differences, 
No.  1 darge  and  small  heads  of  Jackson 
with  minor  differences  of  this  obverse. 
I now  have  found  another  obverse  of 
No.  1 quite  different  from  the  others, 


notably  a much  more  youthful  head  of 
Jackson,  with  entirely  different  hair 
treatment,  etc.  The  illustration  plainly 
shows  the  differences  of  this  die.  I know 
of  but  two  specimens.  I can  find  no 
difference  in  the  reverses  of  these  three 
numbers  Low  No.  1,  la,  lb.  Those  who 
are  interested  or  have  Mr.  Low’s  book 
should  change  his  No.  172  from  “Hen' 
ning”  to  Herring.  Mr.  Low  never  saw 
this  number,  but  described  it  from  a 
rubbing.  It  is  unique,  and  was  in  my 
collection  going  later  to  Mr.  Brand.  Mr. 
Johnson  does  not  remember  seeing  it, 
and  I do  not  know  its  present  where' 
abouts.  I have  found  several  numbers 
struck  in  silver  not  mentioned  by  Mr. 
Low.  A renewed  interest  in  this  most 
intriguing  series  would  greatly  stimii' 
late  “old  time  collecting’’.

The  Registrar  used  a circular  red  stamp  on  each  with  word  “registered” 
thereon,  but  the  stamping  was  so  badly  done  that  the  wording  can 
seldom  be  deciphered. 

Following  this  first  issue  were  the  warrants  listed  as  the  issue  of  1862 
in  your  volume.  $1.  $2.50,  $5.,  $10.  and  $20.  However,  you  omitted  my 
number  5.  as  follows:

Left,  woman  standing,  right, 
bee-hive.  Issued  April  5,  1862.  Signed  C.  R.  Johns,  Comptroller,  H. 
Winkel,  Registrar,  endorsed  C.  H.  Randolph,  Tr. 

This  ends  the  1862  issue.

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COLLECTIONS  OF  CHINESE  COINS 

/ — The  Lo  Chenvu  Collection 


In  1913  the  American  Numismatic 
Society  of  New  York  acquired,  through 
the  munificence  of  Messrs.  13.  Osgood 
Field,  Archer  M.  Huntington,  Edward 
T.  Newell,  Henry  A.  Ramsden,  and  J. 
Sanford  Salter,  a collection  of  HI  speci- 
mens  of  early  Chinese  coins  antedating 
the  circular  cash  type  of  coinage.  This 
collection  was  termed  the  “Ro  collec- 
tion” in  various  published  commentaries 
which  appeared  in  contemporary  nunus- 
matic  publications  pointing  out  the  many 
particulars  in  which  it  outshown  the  re- 
nowned  collection  of  similar  coins  in 
the  British  Museum  upon  which  Terrien 
de  Lacouperie’s  sumptious  catalog  was 
based,  with  which  most  collectors  of 
early  Chinese  coins  are  familiar. 

As  the  identity  of  the  maker  of  such 
a collection  is  no  less  interesting  than 
the  specimens  themselves,  and  as  he  was 
referred  to  only  in  the  most  general 
terms,  it  was  not  readily  ascertainable 
who  he  might  have  been.  The  Roman' 
Ration  of  his  name,  always  given  by 
Ramsden  as  “Ro,”  tended  to  confuse 
rather  than  to  clarify  his  identification, 
for  there  is  no  such  surname  known  to 
the  Chinese.  The  written  Chinese 
characters  of  his  name  in  the  catalog 
which  accompanied  the  collection  were 
incorrectly  written  and  not  readily 
identifiable. 

The  solution  of  the  mystery  was 
reached  at  the  time  that  the  cataloging 
of  the  Chinese  books  on  numismatics  in 
the  library  of  the  Society,  which  was 
published  in  this  magazine  during  the 
latter  part  of  1940,  was  being  done, 
and  was  a surprise  of  the  first  order.  It 
was  noted  that  all  of  Ramsden’s  Chinese 
books  were  listed  with  the  Romanization 
of  the  Chinese  characters  as  they  are 
pronounced  in  Japanese.  Confusing  to 
say  the  least,  but  readily  understandable 


when  one  remembers  that  Ramsden  did 
all  his  work  on  Far  Eastern  numismatics 
during  his  residence  in  Japan,  and  was 
only  an  occasional  visitor  to  China.  It 
is  well  known  that  most  Japanese  ap- 
pear to  have  a congenital  inability  to 
articulate  the  letter  ’’L”  and  usually 
pronounce  it  somewhat  like  the  letter 
”R.”  This  deficiency  is  remarked  by 
Arthur  Diosy  in  his  paper  “In  Memory 
of  Will  Adams,"  read  before  the  Japan 
Society  of  London  in  1904  in  which 
he  says  ’’.  . . a sound  approaching  to  our 
letter  TV  being  substituted  by  them  [the 
Japanese]  for  our  ’L  sound.  It  is  a 
natural  tendency  of  the  Japanese  to  say 
Track’  instead  of  ’black,’  whereas  the 
Chinese,  as  is  well  known,  say  Tice’ 
when  they  mean  ’rice’.”  It  was  thus 
apparent  that  the  collection  was  formed 
by  a Mr.  Lo  and  not  ’’Ro,”  and  the 
particular  Mr.  Lo  was  none  other  than 
Lo  Chenyii,  one  of  the  most  outstanding 
Chinese  antiquarians  and  archeologists 
of  all  times. 

H is  illustrious  career  as  an  educator, 
editor,  writer,  and  publisher  extended 
from  the  last  years  of  the  Manchu 
dynasty  to  the  year  of  1940.  In  1898  he 
was  editor  of  the  Agricultural  Journal 
of  Shanghai.  Later  he  went  to  Win 
ehang  at  the  invitation  of  the  great  Vice- 
roy Chang  Chihtung  as  president  of  an 
agricultural  college  and  later  was  Presi- 
dent of  Nanyang  College.  At  the  fall 
of  the  Ching  dynasty  in  1911  he  fled 
to  Japan  and  continued  as  a confirmed 
royalist  and  adherent  of  that  decadent 
house  for  the  rest  of  his  life,  removing 
to  Manehukuo  when  the  ex- Emperor  of 
China,  Henry  Puyi,  was  set  up  as  the 
puppet  ruler  of  that  country  by  the 
Japanese.  It  is  said  that  he  never  cut 
his  cue  but  continued  to  wear  it  to  the 
day  of  his  death,  19  July  1940,  at  the 
age  of  73  years. 
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One  can  scarcely  pick  up  a book  cata' 
log  on  Chinese  subjects  without  seeing 
one  or  more  of  his  many  books  listed, 
and  any  discussion  of  the  meaning  of 
early  Chinese  epigraphy  invariably 
quotes  him  as  an  outstanding  authority. 
The  attention  of  westerners  was  directed 
to  his  books  by  John  C.  Ferguson  in  an 


article  entitled  “ Recent  h oo\s  by  a Chi' 
nese  scholar,"  published  in  the  Journal  of 
the  ]\[orth  China  B ranch  of  the  Royal 
■Asiatic  Society  of  Shanghai  in  1919,  in 
which  he  paid  high  tribute  to  Mr.  Lo’s 
scholarship  and  briefly  reviewed  seven' 
teen  of  his  books  on  antiquarian  sub' 
jects.  One  of  his  publications  of  iiv 
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tcrest  to  numismatists  is  the  Ssu  Ch'ao 
Pi  T'u  Lu  [354]  or  " Illustrated  record 
of  paper  money  of  four  dynasties the 
Chin,  Yuan,  Ming,  and  Ch’ing,  a par- 
tial  translation  of  which  was  published 
by  Andrew  McFarland  Davis  under  the 
title  “ Ancient  Chinese  paper  money  as 
described  in  a Chinese  wor\  on  numis' 
natics [W16]  in  the  Proceedings  of 
the  American  Academy  of  Arts  and 
Sciences  in  1918. 

Of  late  years  he  made  a special  study 
of  the  inscriptions  on  the  oracle  bones 
and  tortoise  shells  of  the  Shang  dynasty, 
1766  to  1122  B.C.,  on  which  are  found 
the  earliest  known  examples  of  Chinese 
writing,  and  published  several  books  on 
this  subject.  He  was  one  of  the  first 
to  recognise  the  value  of  these  obiects 
and  made  an  outstanding  collection  of 
them  from  Anyang,  the  site  of  the  ruins 
of  the  ancient  city  of  Yin,  capital  of  the 


Shang  dynasty  from  1619  B.C.  He  is 
credited  with  first  suggesting  the  method 
which  later  proved  to  be  the  key  to  the 
attribution  of  dates  to  these  inscriptions. 

From  information  recently  supplied 
by  Mr.  Chang  Suching,  it  has  been 
learned  that  this  collection  has  an  addb 
tional  claim  for  distinction.  He  states 
that  Lo  Chcnyii’s  collection  of  ancient 
Chinese  coins  was  originally  assembled 
by  Li  Tsohsien,  the  author  of  the  most 
authoritative  publication  in  the  Chinese 
language  on  the  subject  of  Chinese  nu- 
mismatics, the  “ Ku  Ch'uan  Hui ” [266], 
Perhaps  it  will  be  possible  to  identify 
some  of  the  specimens  in  this  collection 
as  the  identical  ones  from  which  the 
illustrations  in  this  work  were  made.
